I herewith submit to you my seventh annual report of the 
condition of your schools.

ATTENDANCE. 


A glance at the above summary shows that the attendance 
improved one per cent. during last year and that there was a de- 
crease of thirty per cent. in the number of tradinesses. We trust 
that the parents and pupils will endeavor to make a still better 
record this year. 


The school on Foster Hill was not opened during the spring 
term and the children were transported to the Blue school. Miss 
Bronson taught the fall and winter terms and was transferred to 
the schoo! at South Landaff for the spring term. 


The fall term at South Landaff was taught bt Miss Mar- 
euerite Kimball and the winter term by Miss Louise Cole. The 
enrollment for the year was eight and the average daily attendance 
was 5.79. Only five pupiles have been attending this school this 
year. 
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Miss Callahan taught hersecond year at Ireland and had an 
enrollment of 15 pupils and an average attendance of 11.05. 


Miss Anna Brickett taught the Center school. There were 
thirty pupils enrolled during the year with an average attendance 
ofnineteen. At the present time twenty-five pupils are attending 
this school. 


The fall term at the Scotland school was taught by Miss Esther 
Plummer and the winter and spring terms by Miss Bernice Per- 
kins. Fifteen pupils were enrolled with an average attendance 
of 12.9. In all probability there will not be more than seven or 
eight pupils in this school after this year. 

Approximately one-half of the pupils enrolled for the year in 
the town attended the Blue school at some time during the year. 
The school was taught by Miss Bishop and the enrollment was 50 
with an average attendance of 36.64. No tardinesses were re- 
corded at this school during the entire year. Owing to promotions 
to high school and removals this school is no larger than the one at 
the Center at the present time. 


BUILDINGS. 


Repairs on the Ireland school house should be completed this 
year. When completed this school room will be assatisfactory as 
any in town. 

The Blue school needs to be painted this year. 

Practically no repairs are needed at the Center. 

As the school in Scotland will never be large again in all 
probability, there is a great deal more space in the school room 
than is needed. Ifa partition should be put across the rear of the 
room, the expense for heat would be reduced and the extra space 
could be used for closets and toilets. 

The school house at South Landaff is in need of repairs both 
on the inside and the outside. 

The heating problem could be simplified and the expenditure 
for fuel reduced by the use of jackets around all the stoves. These 
jackets, made by any plummer at an estimated cost of $15.00, dis- 
tribute the heat evenly to all parts of the room and provide fresh 
air and ventilation. 
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It certainly would be a good business proposition to have all of 
the school houses insured. No one would think of allowing his 
own buildings to go uninsured. The risks from lightning and from 
fire are just as great at one of these houses as at a private house. 


GENERAL. 


During the past year, and more especially during the fall and 
winter terms, there has been a splendid spirit on the part of the 
children and the teachers. The support and encouragement that 
the schools have received from the parents have been encouraging. 

The work that has been done by the schools has improved. 
In addition to the regular work, manual training in the making of 
cupboards, sand tables and various other things, sewing, and 
preparation of something for the noon lunch are being done at most 
of the schools. Money has been raised at some of the schools for 
the purchase of clocks, a desk for the teacher, and for apparatus 
for the playgrounds. 

The work in preparation for the annual Grange Fair and in 
conection with the extension work of the State College should be 
encouraged. Landaff had several boys and girls win prizes in the 
county contests last year. 

The people of Landaff are to be congratulated for the interest 
and support that are being given to the schools at the prsent time. 
These are appreciated by the teachers and by the superintendent.
